The budget committee of the board 
of police commissioners, in formulat- 
ine the budget for the department of 
police last night, decided to ask for 
an increase in the appropriation for 
1915 over this vear of $49,000, or a 
total appropriation of $353,623. This 
report will be submitted to the full 
board Tuesday. The committee is 
composed of Andy R. King, chairman; 
W. P. Fain and R. C. Clark. 

Forty additional patrolmen are 
asked for, twelve of whom are needed 
for traffic duty. Commissioner King 
stated that he would ask the board, ftf 
the extra patrolmen are secured, to 
use them as a “split watch,” to go on 
duty at 10 o'clock at night and patrol 
the residential sections of the city un- 
til 6 a. m., thus affording protection 
from burglars, highwaymen and rob- 
bers. 

The budget recommends the 
lation of the finger-print system.

York conferring with agents of the 
former Huerta government, and, it is 
asserted, attempting to purchase war 
munitions.

Carranza agents assert that Obregon 
and Gonzalez troops are about to begin 
an aggressive movement along each 
coast and along the border, 
CARRANZA PLANNING 
TO DESTROY RAILWAY. 

Washington, December 5.—Sir Cecil 
Spring<Rice, the British ambassador, 
informed the state department today of 
a dispatch from British Charge Kohler, 
in Mexico City saying reports were 
current that General Carranza was 
Planning to destroy the British-owned 
railroad between Vera Crus and Mex- 
ice City by blowtng wp certain tunnels. 

The ambassador also informed the 
state department that Carranza had 
seized, at Vera Cruz, British cotton 
consigned to interior mills, as well as 
other shipments of British goods. He 
is understood to have made no specific 
request of the United States and his 
action was in line with the established 
policy of communicating to the depart- 
ment all reports from Mexico City. 

Grave concern was expressed, how- 
ever, over the reported threat of Car- 
ranza to put the railway, the only line 
operated between (Mexico City and Vera 
Cruz, out of commission. If this were 
done by destroying tunnels, a long 
time would be required to restore traf- 
fic. Meanwhile British subjects and 
other foreigners in interior Mexico 
would not have that méans of escape 
from Mexico City. 

it is understood that England will 
not undertake to pass upon the right 
of any individual to aspire to leader- 
ship in-Mexico. That. however, does 
not mean that an indemnity for the 
death of the British subject, Benton, 
would not be demanded from Villa, 
should he become president, or from 
anyone who ever may ultimately be 
settled in that office. ;

News dispatches from the front at- 
tribute the Russian success in crush- 
ing the Germans near Lodz chiefly to 
the endurance and tireless aggression 
of the Siberian troops. 

Described as German Graveyard. 

The entire wooded region from 
Brzeziny to Kurpin is described as a 
German graveyard. Here an unsup- 
ported Siberian battalion is reported 
to have charged a battery of heavy 
German artillery and to have bayonet- 
ted the gunners. 

The dead and wounded in this dis- 
trict are reported so thick that the 
Russian hospital corps, after working 
three days, had not cleared the field. 
Most of the “Germans treated showed 
) bayonet wounds. 

The fire-blacked ruins of the village 
of Kurpin, dispatches from the front 
Say, are packed with charred bodies 
of Gernmans whe took refuge from 
Siberian bayonets to fall under ‘the 
fire of a Russian battery. 

Dispatches from Poland say the 
German disaster attending a march to 
reach the main German force from an 
isolated center began with a charge 
of the Siberians at Rzgow, 6 miles 
south of Lodz. The Siberians, after 
a long march, entered prepared 
trenches and immediately asked per- 
mission to attack Rzgow, where the 
Germans were entrenched. They de- 
ployed and attacked the German posi- 
tion from two sides. The unexpected- 
ness of the assault surprised the Ger- 
mans and the first trenches were 
quickly taken, though the Germans 
soon recaptured them. In the next 
few hours these trenches were taken 
and retaken three times. 

Thousands Are Dead. 

The Germans finally retreated 
northward, being pounded by the 
Russians until the main body of Ger- 
mans was reached. 

A rough cross

the field where thousands of dead lie 
side by side. 

Lodz was subjected yesterday to a 
vicious attack and bombardment. The 
heaviest fight was for possession of a 
Jewish cemetery on the outskirts.

After many attacks and counter-at- 
tacks the troops exhausted their am- 
munition and fought with bayonets 
and rifle butts.

Failing to Prerce Russian

London, December 6.—(2 a. m.)— 
Germans and Russians are engaged in 
a mighty battle south of Lodz, in Rus- 
sian Poland and along a line from 
Glowno, northeast of Lodz, to the Vis- 
tula river. The front extends for some 
forty or fifty miles and probably close 
to half a million men are taking part 
in the desperate encounters which at 
some places are at the bayonet’s point. 

The Siberian troops are showing 
tireless aggression, charging batteries 
and moving swiftly up to hand-to-hand 
fighting. Villages have been burned 
and the countryside is reported strewn 
with the bodies of dead and wounded. 
Losses have’been Breat. 


NEW BATTLE LINES 
FOR THE GERMANS 
AND THE RUSSIANS 


London, December 5.-—There have 
been no material changes in the posi- 
jtions of the belligerents on either the 
[eastern or western fronts during the 
past 24 hours. Fighting has continued, 
but it would seem as though on both 
fronts the vast armies have been en- 
gaged jJargely in making preparations 
for new battles. 

Here and there heavy cannonades or 
infantry attacks’ have occurred, all of 
which, however, were more in the 
nature of feelers than a serious de- 
sign in the way of an offensive or for 
the purpose of an advance.

VON BUELOW IS SENT 
TO KEEP ITALY NEUTRAL 


Germany Orders Former Chan- 
cellor to Head of the Em- 
bassy at Rome. | 


Rome, December 5.—The formal ee 
nouncement that Prince Bernard von 
Buelow, former chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire, had been placed at the 
head of the German embassy here, 
while the present ambassador, Herr 
von Flotow, is to be absent for three) 
months on account of his health, has, 
aroused much comment in Rome. 

Although this move has been re- 
ported as probable for some time, it | 
may be said to have produced a con-: 
siderable sensation. It is remarkable | 
that a former chancellor should be- | 
come the head of an embassy which is’ 
by no means considered the most im- | 
portant in the German diplomatic, 
service. 

The appointment was discussed with | 
animation in Italian political circles 
today. Some statesmen declared it to 
be Germany’s answer to the declara- 
tion of Premier Salandra to the Ital- 
ian parliament Thursday that’ there 
was no clause in any treaty binding 
Italy to participate with the Teuton 
allies in the present conflict, and that 
Italy would maintain her present at- 
titude of watchful and armed neutral- 
ity, while others recalled that Prince 
von Buelow had been most popular in 
Rome since he was ambassador to the 
Quirinal twenty years ago, and that 
his wife belongs to a very prominent 
Italian family. : 

Many observers are of the opinion 
that the appointment of Prince von 
Buelow to this post means that Ber- 
lin is about to exercise strong pres- 
sure to prevent Italy from passing to 
the side of the allies. 

German View of Italy's Action. 

Berlin, December 5.—Commenting on 
the declaration of Premier Salandra in 
the Italian chamber of deputies, The 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung says 
that Italy’s attitude in reserving for 
herself the right to take a hand in 
the political readjustment of Europe, 
so far as her own interests are In- 
volved, should make a great impres- 
sion in Europe. 

“Premier Salandra made it _ clear,” 
says the newspaper, ‘‘that Italy’s neu-

on her part. For this reason Italy has 
reserven the right to act independent- 
ly.

A consider- 
able proportion of these new drafts 
are composed of middle-aged men_of 
good physique and likely young men 
from the countryside. 

“The change within the last few 
Gays of what may be termed the at- 
mosphere of the battlefield has been 
marked. The noise of cannonading 
has now decreased to such an extent 
that for hours at a time nothing is 
heard but the infrequent boom of one 
of the heavy guns of the allies, the 
occasional rattle of machine guns and 
the intermittent fire of snipers on 
either side. 

“So far asethe use of explosives is 
concerned, the greatest activity is 
found in the real attacks with hand 
grenades and short range Howltzers. 
The enemy has practically ceased his 
efforts to break through the line by 
assaults, and he is now devoting his 
energies to the same type of. siete 
operations which have been familiar 
to the allies since the beginning of 
the battle of the Aisne. 

“Subterranean life is the general 
rule in the neighborhood of the firing 
line. Even those men not actually 
engaged in fighting live in under- 
ground quarters. Some of these quar- 
tera, called “funk holes,” are@ quite 
elaborate and comfortable and con- 
tain many conveniences not found in 
the trenches on the firing line. 

Amid Shower of Hand Grenades, 

“They communicate. with the firing 
line by sig-zag approach trenches 
which make enfilading impossible. At- 
tacks are made on the firing line by 
blinded caps, which are constructed 
by a special earth borer. When this 
secret tunnel reaches the enemy’s 
trench an assault is delivered amid a 
shower of hand grenades. The storm- 
ers endeavor to burst their way 
through the opening and then try to 
work along the trench. Machine guns 
are quickly brought up to repel a 
counter attack.

and Savannah. 

“The federal reserve bank will 
effect exchanges of checks on 
member banks in Atlanta through 
the clearing house.”

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PANAMA CANAL FELT 
BY RAILROAD LINES 


San Francisco, December 5.—Compe- 
tition between trans-continental rail- 
roads and steamship companies using 
the Panama canal has made itself so 
felt that William Sproule, president of 
the Southern Pacific company, in a 
Statement here tonight, declared: 

“Pacific coast commerce is in the 
throes of a transportation crisis.” 

It was assumed in advance that the 
steamship lines would reach out suc- 
cessfully for bulk cargoes and imper- 
ishables, but within the week one of 
the biggest companies has announced 
it is in the market for fruit and vege- 
tables. This commerce has been one 
of the most valuable revenue produc- 
ers the railways have had. 

“Of the tonnage from California to 
the Atlantic seaboard,” said President 
Sproule, “in August, September and Oc- 
tober of 1913 the railroads got 56 per 
cent and the sea carriers 44 per cent. 
For the same period in 1914 the rail- 
roads got 39 per cent and the sea car- 
riers 61 per cent.”

Washington, December 5.—Ten thou- 
sand more men and 564 more officers 
for the coast artillery were declared 
necessary by Brigadier General E. M.

HLVER DISCUSSES 
FINANCIAL STATUS 


Conditions Greatly Improved 
in New York, He 
Says. 


A new form of bank paper which is 
being extensively used in New York 
and other financial centers, since the 
establishment of the reserve banking 
system and the consequent easing in 
money rates, is the prime acceptance, 
which ts really commercial paper with 
a bank guarantee. 

William Hurd Hillyer, who has just 
returned to Atlanta after a two weeks’ 
stay in New York city, states that he 
found money conditions in that center 
very much easier than at any time 
since the beginning of the ‘European 
war. 

“A certain feeling of optimism,” said 
Mr. Hillyer, “seems to pervade the 
financial district. This is in striking 
contrast to the profound depression 
which has hitherto characterized the 
attitude of all the big bankers and 
business men generally. While the 
banks are not actually looking for 
loans, yet it is a fact that money is 
obtainable on good security at 4% and 
5 per cent for long dates and 4 per 
cent for sherter periods. 

“A striking feature of the present 
monetary situation in New York ie the 
active market which has sprung up in 
prime acceptances—a form of paper 
hitherto unknown in American finance. 
These acceptances have been called into 
being by the workings of the new fed- 
eral reserve act, which permits na- 
tional banks to accept the time drafts 
of their customers, thus creating a 
truly Iquid form of investment which 
is not only protected by the credit of 
the drawer and drawee, but is accepted 
—that is to say, guaranteed—by a na- 
tional bank. These acceptances pay a 
better rate of interest than certificates 
of deposit. and are as safe, if not safer. 
than that form of investment. Prime 
acceptances are now freely quoted by 
New York bill brokers on a basis to 
yield at the rate of 4 per cent to 4% 
per cent income.”

Estimates Are Being Made as 
to Number of Bales Need- 
ed Next Year. 


Washington, December 5.—Repre- 
Sentatives of the state, treasury and 
commerce departments continued to- 


day the work of preparing estimates of | 


the world’s cotton consumption next 
year. 


The committee had before it for con- | 


sideration cable reports furnished by 
American consuls and commerical at- 
taches giving estimates on the cotton 
consumption from various 
eo South American countries. 
are the first of the reports to 
ceived in response to Secretary 
Adoo'’s suggestions, and aré¢ 
over by the committee with a view 
timately of formulating a 
compiling the estimates on the present 
and prospective consumption ‘of cotton 
in all parts of the world. 

In the future a monthly statement of 
the world’s cotton market, based upon 
regular cable reports, will be issued 
for the information of American cot- 
ton producers and manufacturers. Ad- 
ditional data as to the prespective pro- 
duction in Egypt, india, China and 
Kussia is being awaited 

The committee also is working out 
plans for the shipment of American 
cotton to Germany and Austria, where, 
it is officially announced, there is a 
tremendous demand for the product at 
prices ranging from 14 to 18 cents. The 
principal difficulty at present in facili- 
tating the movement of cotton to these 
and other [European countries, how- 
ever, according to the committee, ap- 
parently, is the question of the high 
rate of marine insurance thereon. 

As soon as the matter can be ad- 
JjJusted to the satisfaction of shippers, 
officials expect monthly cotton ship- 
ments from America to Germany and 
Austria to reach between 75,000 and 
160,000 bales. When congress convenes 
attempts will be made to amend the 
war risk law to provide government 
insurance on shipments to belligerent 
countries, even when these shipments 
include articles such as cotton, which 
have been declared non-contraband.

COUNCIL IS FAVORED — 
FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


Civic Federation Wants Con- 
gress to Take Steps for the 
Country’s Protection. 


New York, December 5.—Resolutions 
by congress of a 
council of national defense were adopt- 
ed today by the National Civic federa- 
tion, after a discussion on national war 
preparedness that occupied much of the 
time of the last day of the federation’s 
The duties of the 
council recommended would be “to 
consider, decide and report to congress 


for the national defense without waste 
Any recommendation of the proposed 
council should, in the language of the 
resolution, “aim to secure the efficiency 
of existing forces on land and sea and 
a definite policy to insure peace.” 
Speakers today included Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, Colonel Robert M. Thomp- 
son, of the Navy League of the United 
States; Franklin D. Roosevelt, assist- 


ant secretary of the navy, and Samuel | 
Gompers. Dr. Jordan protested against 
what he called a “tirade against the 
so-called inefficiency of the army or 
the havy,”’ and advised against 
an agitation for more armament “at a 
time when the nations of the earth 
are crumbling each other because of 
their ‘perfect equipment.’ The lesson 
of this war is ‘that preparedness for 
war brings war,” he declared. 

Dr. Jordan asserted there need be no 
fear that Japan would attack the 
United States. As for the control of 
the Pacific, he said, “I would rather 
give up the Pacific than see this coun- 
try go to war with Japan.” 

Colonel Thompson advocated a navy 
that could hold the sea for a year 
against any invader. “That would give 
us time to make ready our army for the 
field,” he said. 

Mr. Roosevelt said. there should be 
resentment against the classification as 
a “militarist” of every person who 
does not believe in total disarmament. 
Regarding suggestions that this coun- 
try should lead in disarming, he asked 
his hearers to imagine “North Ameri- 
ca unarmed” with Europe on one side 
and Asia on the other, and then of a 
possible disagreement arising between 
the United States and another’ great 
power. 

Samuel Gompers spoke for peace, but 
advocated ample means for national 
protection. “As long as other nations 
arm themselves to the teeth we must 
be fairly and measurably ready to pro- 
”" he said “IT doubt very

While Mack’s move appears rather drastic on the face, it undoubtedly will 
prove a rare bit of wisdom in the end, for the tall leader makes mighty few 
unwise moves. Undoubtedly the loss of Plank and Bender. will 
weaken the Mackmen to a certain extent, for neither veteran is through aa a 


JACK COOMBS WINS LONGEST GAME EVER 
PITCHED BY A MAJOR LEAGUE TWIRLER 


Jack Coombs has the honor of pitching and winning the longest game 
ever played in the majors. On September 1, 1906, he worked twenty-four 
innings against Boston and came out on top by the score of 4 to 1. 

The year 1910 was a big one for the “Iron Man” of the Athletics. He 
won thirty-one games out of forty starts, a percentage of .775. In thirteen 
of these zames he whitewashed his opponents. At one stretch during the 
season he went forty-six consecutive innings without allowing a run to be 
scored on his delivery. On August 4 he worked: a sensational sixteen- 
inning game against Chicago, Ed Walsh opposing him in the box for the 
White Sox. Neither team was able to make a run in the sixteen innings, so 
masterly did both pitchers work. Coombs was the more effective of the 
iwo, allowing only three hits in the sixteen innings. ©n September 21 he 
pitched an eleven-inning 0 to 0 affair against Cleveland, only three hits 
being made by the Naps. : 

Im the world’s series of 1910 he worked three times in six days against 
the Chicage Cubs and scored a trio of victories over Chance’s great team. 
He has yet to lose a game in a world’s series. He beat the Cubs 9 to 3, 
i2 to 5 and 7 to 2 


Coombs is, of course, an uncertainty. He figures he will be able to 
come back. He looked pretty good in his two or three workouts late in the 
1914 season, and seems to have a chance to regain his old-time prestige, but 
as Mack lost biz money with a world’s champion team, he can hardly afford to 
take a chance. The Athletics last year were a wee bit too strong for the 
league. A poor race was the result, which naturally resulted in a big falling 
off in attendance in Philadelphia in particular. 

Shibe park fans got so they didn’t figure the opposition had much of a 
chance when facing the Athletics, hence stayed away, and got the result from 
a bulletin board or a sport extra. The cutting loose .of the trio of veteran 
pitchers probably will mean a saving of $20,000 to the owners of the Philé- 
delphia club. It may also slow the Athletics up enough to equalize the pl&ying 
strength of the teams, make an interesting race and stir up enthusiasgr among 
the fans, who for years have come to regard the Athletics as almpast certain 
winners.’ Since 1910 Mack's team har been almost a prohibitive favorite for 
the pennant, and only once in 1912 did the team fail.

Unlike the average southpaw, 
Plank was never erratic, and he al- 
ways had been regarded as one of 
Mack’s dependables. In 1806 Plank 
led the pitchers of the American 
league with nineteen victories and 
six defeats, In nine of these twen- 
ty-five games he allowed five or less 
hits. The next year he led the 
American league in the number of 
star pitching feats, having sixteen 
to his credit, including six shut-outs, 
one two-hit, one three-hit, four four- 
hit games, and four brilliant extra 
inning battles.

The number of these machines that 
have gone to the scrap heap is as yet 
negligible for commercial reckoning. 
The oldest is only twelve or thirteen 
years old. Everyone has seen the 
quaint old timers in daily service. 

These facts cause many to wondet 
where the hundreds of thousands of 
automobiles manufactured each year 
will go. © They figure that there is now 
one automobile to each seventy or 
eighty people in the country. How 
many possible purchasers remain to be 
supplied? 

Without taking into account the 
scrapping of old machines, which must 
soon become a real factor, it may be 
said that stupendous as the business 
is, the possibilities have not been much 
than “scratched.” 

Not quite 50 per cent of the automo- 
biles in use are owned by farmers— 
and to the farmer the automobile is 
far more a utility than a luxury.

“As the greatest number of cars are 
sold during seven months of the year, 
makers and dealers have been borrow- 
ers, and it is a matter of record and 
congratulation that in fostering this 
growing industry bankers of this coun- 
try have played a most important part 
with practically no loss. Discerning 
bankers in the past few years especi- 
ally have appreciated the stability of 
the industry and the standing of the 
men in charge, and have co-operated 
to a marked degree in establishing the 
business on its present high plane.

VALUABLE TIPS 


FOR AUTO OWNERS 
ON CARE OF TIRES 


The following suggestions on how to 
care for tires are furnished by J. B. 
Thompson, of the service department of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber com- 
branch: 

“Practically all motorists are figuring 
on ‘laying up’ for the winter, and we 
think you would profit by accepting the 
following suggestions as to the care of 
your tires: 

‘When you lay the car up for the 
winter, first remove the tires and wash 
them thoroughly, being very careful to 
properly dry them; any good soap that 
will remove grease is acceptable, then 
wrap them in cloth or heavy paper 
(cloth preferred) and store them in 
some dark, cool place of about 590 de- 
grees temperature, as it is well known 
that light and heat are both deterio- 
rating agents. 

“If you find it impossible to remove 
the tires and your car is to be idle for 
any length of time, jack up the wheels 
and keep about five or ten pounds air 
pressure in each tire. This will keep 
tubes in shape, also keep them 
pliable, but, however, if the

It is a time for governmental econ- 
omy as well as for individual econ- 
omy. The last congress cut down its 
appropriation for rivers and harbors 
(commonly Known as the pork barrel) 
from 353,000,000 to $20,000,000; limiting 
expenditures to projects already under 
way. It would have been an indefensl- 
ble proceeding for congress, while 
levying a deficiency war tax, to ap- 
propriate millions for widening creeks. 
Just as the federal government took 
this step towards practicing economy, 
s0 should a municipal government look | 
towards economy in the next year or 
two. The city of Atlanta could well 
afford to spend the next year in main- 
tenance and repairing what we al- 
ready have without undertaking any 
expensive new projects. It will take | 
about a year to digest what has been 
done in the past few years.

ing. These streets should be graded 
and -smoothed, and perhaps only a 
rubble curb set and a cinder or yzravel 
sidewalk made, which is good enough 
for years to come. Many small pro})- 
erty owners are unable to pay for 
expensive street improvements, yet 
deserve some temporary relief. In vil- 
lages (where most of us came from) 
cinder or gravel walks served every 
purpose for twenty or thirty years. 


We are not speaking of main 
way projects, which are beneficial and 
open up large stretches of territorv. 
But a great many small sparsely set- 
tled streets need for the present only 
such temporary relief as would be af- 
forded by a rubble curb and a cinder 
or gravel walk. Permanent improve- 
ments could come later on: the tem- 
porary work would not be wasted. One 
trouble about our councilmanic actions 
is that in view of the fact that some 
day a permanent pavement is to be 
laid, all temporary relief is deferred 
and many streets become impassable. 
A year of road machining, smoothing, 
laying cinders and making passable 
every street in the city, would be verv 
acceptable to property owners who are 
now struggling under the burden of 
assessments.

Many small property owners § are 
actually dependent on rent income for 
a living. These are not wealthy land- 
lords living in luxury; many of them 
are women whose sole income Its rent- 
als from small property. Some have 
had to pay sewer assessments, side- 
walk assessments, paving assessments, 
then for sewer connections to the 
houses; taxes have been increased due 
to increased assessments. In many 
cases the entire income for two or 
three years is gone. Some owners do 
not feel the burden, but many have 
been forced to make loans to clear up 
improvements bills. It would not hurt 
to go slow on assessment work next 
year where small property owners are 
affected. Large property owners, who 
have extensive holdings, can carry on 
their own sidewalk and curbing work 
without the city agency for assessment 
and collecting. «They can pay direct to 
a contractor. 


Atianta ought to get a great deal of 
help next year in non-assessment work 
from Fulton county. With the new 
courthouse built and paid for: with 
a great deal of labor-saving machin- 
ery bought and paid for, the county 
can do a vast amount of work on 
streets and roads. It would be a good 
thing if the county would put about 
four gangs at work in the city with 
proper machinery and not stop until 
every street in Atlanta Is brought to 
a proper grade. Then with a tempo- 
rary curbing and sidewalk we could 
get along very well for some time to 
come. Afterwards permanent _sidc- 
walks and curbing could replace the 
temporary ones on the more important 
streets and then the work be carried 
on systematically. Such a_i process 
would benefit the people who are most 
in need of help. 


It is not a bad idea to stop occasion- 
ally, rest for a spell and take stock. 
Atlanta grew wonderfully in the past 
five years. She laid away some yalu- 
able permanent assets, and built the 
foundations for a hig city. We list 
just a few of the fine permanent as- 
sets Atlanta acquired and salted awuy 
in recent years: A fine city hall, ample 
for all purposes, obtained without a 
bond issue and almost without cost. A 
new courthouse, unsurpassed in the 
southern states. obtained withzut a 
bond issue, paid for by a slight increase 
in tax rate for three years. A new 
government building. occupying an en- 
tire block, an ornament to any eity. 
Two magnificent ‘office buildings. two 
universities, and three countrv clubs. 
Then there are miles of good paved 
streets, many factories, hundreds of 
costly residences, thousands of less ex- 
pensive homes and business structures. 
All these are permanent assets facing 
the nucleus of a vast city that is to be. 


We feel this way right .now: look- 
ing at things from the standpoint of 
Atlanta as a city, that our assets are 
valuable and permanent, our troubles 
are temporary. Our troubles are to be 
endured philosophically, 
cause they were forced on us and were 
not due to our fault. Remorse is add- 
ed to the cup of him who suffers from 
his own wrongful act, despair is the 
portion of him who continues in ill 
doing. Atlanta suffers today in 
sened activities from the monumental 
crimes of other people, even other na- 
tions. To such suffering is added 
neither remorse nor despair.

Such a change | 
exerted an important effect, since this com- | 
modity enters largely into general con- | 
sumption and therefore properiy has more | 
influence on the compilation than do the 
fluctuations in many other articles. Thus, 
the decline in corn alone was sufficient 
to offset the advances occurring in most 
of the commodities included in the bread- 
stuffs class, barley being the only grain 
which showed no alteration. Still higher 
levela were reached by wheat, this cereal 
rising to $1.26 a bushel because of the press- 
ing needs of the nations involved in the 
devastating conflict abroad. 

In the provision section the 
trend was traceable to cheaper 
beef. tallow and lard; both sheep and ba- 
econ were somewhat dearer, but hams were 
unchanged. As a result mainly of the sea- 
sonable rise in butter and eggs, dairy prod- 
ucts advanced approximately $1.25 in the 
aggregate, whereas other foodstuffs receded 
moderately, owing chiefly to the continued 
decline in sugar. Only a small alteration 
was apparent in the clothing class, the total 
touching. a «slightly lower basis because of 
the depression in raw wool, silk and cer- 
tain kinds of cotton goods. Cotton went 
up to 7% ° cents after the local exchange 
reopened; rubber was steady and hides were 
again strong, but leather was stationary. 
Iron and steel products either declined still 
further or reflected no change at all, where- 
as copper, tin and lead wére firmer and the 
wholesale price of coal ro#e 10 cents a ton 
in accordance with the new schedule. A 
higher level was reached by the miscel- 
laneous group, as numerous drugs and chem- 
icals continued to be affected by the condl- 
tions resulting from the war in Europe.

“I feel sure that there are many bales 
of cotton in Atlanta, purchased during 
the buy-a-bale movement, with no 
place for storing, and what ‘better use 
could be made of it than to send it to 
the relief of the poor” sufferers 
abroad” said Mrs. Johnston. 

The city authorities in Memphis have 
ordered that the cotton which has been 
exposed in the streets, in front of 
stores and similar places be removed 
and stored in safety, and I daresay the 
same step will soon be taken in At- 
lanta. These bales have been donated 
to various charities, and on behalf of 
the war-stricken and wounded people 
in the thospitals I plead ithat some of 
the cotton be contributed in that di- 
rection through our relief committee.”

The better babies contest held § its 
final exercises Wednesday at the Tab- 
ernacle, on lLuckie, where the prize 
babies and a few hundred of the others 
had assembled to hear the final decis- 
ion of the judges.

better babies contest, in opening the 
exercises said: “Many people con- 
tributed to the success of this contest, 
and too much can not be said of the 
zeal of the physicians and nurses who 
contributed so materially to this suc- 
cess, these have been untiring in their 
efforts to do justice to each of these 
460 babies examined. The great diffi- 
culty in this contest has been that we 
had such lHhittle time for preparation; 
but the committee has decided upon 
making this a yearly event, and so the 
next contest will find the entire force 
fully prepared for the work.”

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ATLANTA’S BOND ISSUES 
HER CIVIC SALVATION. 

As it becomes each day more certain 
that Atlanta’s school system is going to 
be saved from disaster by a conservative 
use of the city’s credit, scattering opposition 
concentrates itself into critical reference 
to the last bond Issue. 

The answer, in a few words, is this: 

Atlanta’s past bond issues, and they 
have been precious few for a city of 
this size and wealth, have been Atlanta’s 
civic salvation. The proceeds from them 
are written in lives saved; in a school sys- 
tem intact despite municipal stinginess; in 
a sewage disposal system that is the most 
up-to-date in the world; in a civic prestige 
that has gone to the four corners of the 
earth but that otherwise would have been 


knocked into a cocked hat. 
Just tell that to the next man who asks

you about past bond issues. 

A history of the bond issues that have 
punctuated progress in this city would re- 
veal this astonishing fact: 

It is the habit, the sad and spendthrift 
habit. of Atlanta never to use her credit 
until it is necessary to save her from civic 
bankruptcy; until bursting municipal cloth- 
ine drives her to the decisive step; until 
facilities threaten to raise the 
the city’s reputa- 


run-down 


death rate and imperil 


tion. 

Atlanta seldom, or never, takes 4 stitch 
in time. Municipally speaking, she seems 
to prefer to take nine. 

Take the occasional criticism that some 
of the bond money schools show cracks and 
other constructural defects. 

The fault is not that of the bond issue 
policy, nor of the contractors, but of the 
do-or-<lie, dyed-in-the-wool, makeshift mu- 
nicipal policy of buying “shoddy” under the 
hallucination that being ‘prac- 
ticed.

The rich man can send his child 
to a private or preparatory school. Where 
can the man of the masses send his chil- 
dren, save to the public schools, for the sup- 
port of which he is taxed? His son or girl 
must get an education there or none at ali. 


The people understand these facts. That 


is why the organized women, organized la- | 


bor of Atlanta have spoken. They know 
the schools and other municipal functions 
must be safeguarded. The man who denies 
that is blind, deaf or a fool. They know, 
too, that the work cannot be done out of 
current revenue. There is but one alterna- 
tive—bonds. 

That’s the case in a nutshell. Tell it to 
the next man who asks you where previous 
bond money went, and where this is to go. 
Ask him, if he were responsible for health 
and eduéation and life here, what he would 


do about it. 

There is an impasse just ahead of this 
city. If those who, for whatever reason, are 
opposed to bonds, will tell us how else to 
pass it and escape the consequences, we 
shall acknowledge the debt. 


FROM GULF 170 LAKES. 

The Constitution tells today in its gsup- 
plement the story of a great highway pro- 
jected from Chicago to Jacksonville—from 
the great lakes to the gulf, or the subtropic 
Atlantic. The meaning and possibilities of 
this movement ought to enchain the interest 
and co-operation of the road authorities and 
the citizens of every county on the proposed 
route. And it ought also to especially ap- 
peal to the interest of citizens along the 
way charted on the published map. For the 
test of the finished highway will be passabil- 
ity, and if the route, as here shown, is not 
smoothed out and the kinks removed, there 
will be detours. Also, a big trunk line of 
this description, connecting with the Lincoln 
highway, gives an impetus to road-building 
in every state it touches. For that reason 
alone, this highway ought to make a uni- 
versal middle western and southeastern 
appeal. 

The project is that of the Hoosier club, 
of Indianapolis, and the pioneering prelimi- 
naries have been vigorously administered 
by W. S. Gilbreath, the secretary. At The 
Constitution’s suggestion, the club will next 
spring run a tour over the route as a “try- 
out.” Activity in assurance of -construction 
will have a vital bearing on the permanent 
location of the route, 

The possibilities of deviation from the 
now-set route, which is only tentative, are 
illustrated by the recent experiences of 
Major L. R. Gignilliat, of the Culver Military 
academy of Culver, Ind. A few weeks ago, 
he made the tour over virtually the whole 
route except that his southern terminus was 
Savannah instead of Jacksonville. Arriving 
in Atlanta, he told The Constitution that he 
had discovered on the Nashville-Chattanooga 
link, which is the logical one, | virtually 
impassable stretch over which he would not 
again endanger the lives of his family, him- 
self or his car. He had contemplated ship- 
ping his car home and traveling by rail, 
when a detour from Rome by Huntsville, 
Ala., solved the problem. Of course, if this 
impossible stretch is put in shape soon the 
Nashville-Chattanooga link will stay in the 
right-of-way. If it is not, some other way 
will be found. The same rule applies to 
other parts of the route.

The need and profit of an outlet to and 
from the middle west is obvious. On the 
financial side alone, it is estimated that ifa 
passable highway is constructed, there will 
be spent by motorists alone each year, in the 
territory intervening, a sum going into the 
millions. That is not to reckon with the 
stimulus to road-building along collateral 
lines in each state. Nor is it to reckon with 
the enormous and inestimable benefits that 
accrue from closer acquaintance between 
peoples and sections, such as is the first 
guarantee of this highway. 

It is fortunate that such a virile organiza- 
tion as the Hoosier club is behind the enter 
prise, and that a man of such proved initia- 
tive as Mr. Gilbreath is heading the propa- 
ganda. 


THE TEACHER MOVIE. 


The National Educational Motion Picture 
association has launched a movement to 
harness the popular movie to the sehool 
room, either literally or in civic forums and 
the auditoriums of eleemosynary institu- 
tions. The motives and scope of the plan 
are indicated by the national reputation of 
the men allied with it as officers and di- 


rectors. 


Herman A. Metz, of New York, formerly 
comptroller of that city, is president; 
Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard, vice president; Samuel G. Rains, treas- 
urer; Albert E. Ullman, secretary. Some of 
the men associated with the movement as 
directors are Joseph H. Choate, Luther Bur- 
bank, Champ Clark, Robert E. Peary, 
Thomas Nelson Page, Samuel Untermzyer, 
William Guggenheim, and for Atlanta, Fred- 
eric J. Paxon. 

The campaign of the association is built 
on the axiom that what the child or adult 
sees, he or she remembers and is impressed 
by very much more vividly than by what 
he or she reads or is told. The movie is 
the ideal vehicle for the exploitation of this 
theory. It sugarcoats education. For illus- 
tration, take some of the topics already 
worked out by the association. There is “A 
Day With President Wilson,” “How to Care 
for the Teeth,” “The Story of Silk,” “Our 
Government,” including pictures of the presi- 
dent and cabinet, the speaker and house of 
representatives and the federal depart- 
ments: “The Story of Steel,” “A Day With 
Thomas A. Edison,” “The Ravages of Tuber- 
culosis,” “A Day With James J. Hill,” “The 
Story of Cotton,” and so forth, ad infinitum, 


covering almost the entire field of human 
endeavor. 

-The evolution of the moving picture is 
one of the actual miracles of the day. The 
movie is its own advertisement. It is demo- 
cratic and requires no interpreter. Go along 
any of the streets on Atlanta’s “White Way” 
and you see men and women &nd children 
thronging into all of the various little 
theaters, and, inside, each audience intent 
on the flickering dramas being enacted. 

Transfer this magic influence to the cause 
of education and what practical magic re- 
sults! It is a safe assertion that the man, 
woman or child who sees exhibited any one 
or more of the topics above outlined, goes 
away lastingly familiar with that topic. The 
idea is subject to indefinite expansion and 
usefulness, such as challenges the imagina- 
tion. One of the best features of the cam- 
paign is that the association plans to furnish 
these films without charge to the schools 
and eleemosynary institutions of the coun- 
try. The resultant and constructive good is 
beyond calculation. 


WITHOUT RACE OR FLAG. 

At the meeting of the American Public 
Health association, at Jacksonville, Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Brunner, health officer at Savannah, 
talked about the one destroyer in this world 
that has neither race nor flag, but that 
marches, fights, conquers and slays. It is 
the disease germ that has this unenviable 
distinction, and Dr. Brunner applied the 
philosophy specifically to the germ that, as 
The Constitution has often expressed it, 
“crosses the race line,” in other words, the 
immemorial problem of trying to build up 
the health of the white race while neglect- 
ing or minimizing the health of the negro 
race. The consequences are deadly. The 
Associated Press report covering Dr. Brun- 
ner’s indictment reads: 


The greater death rate among ne- 
groes than among members of the white 
race was emphasized in an address by 
Dr. William F. Brunner, health officer 
of Savannah, Ga. He suggested a com- 
mission to inquire into the sociological 
and sanitary conditions surrounding the 
negro in his place of living. 


The germ is the original pariah. Its 
hand is against everyone. It acknowledges 
no race or flag, but it preys on all races and 
invades the lands of all flags. In the ease of 
the negro, the principle is tragically illus- 
trated. Right here in Atlanta, the germs of 
all manner of diseases cross the race line 
with blithe.impartiality. Yet the indifferent 
person puts up the plea, “Am I my brother’s 
keeper?” Perhaps not, if you want to put 
it on that ground. But carry it to its logical 
conclusion, and what then? 

The negro woman who cooks your meals, 
or is maid in your house, very probably 
comes from an infected household. Your 
butler may have tuberculosis, may come 
from a tuberculosis-ridden home, where all 
precautions are ignored, for all you know. 


The clothes you wear are, for all you can’ 


prove, washed in a hovel where disease 
breeds, or at least where the environment is 
revoltingly insanitary.- The talk of “segre- 
gation” as a cure for this condition is pitiful 
folly. You cannot segregate the germ. Its 
work goes right on. 

The contradiction is, that these murder- 
ous fatteners of the disease and death rate 
can be abolished, and that within a com- 
paratively short time and by a formula arith- 
metically demonstrable. In Havana, and on 
the canal zone, Gorgas recognized that the 
germ had neither race nor flag. In New 
Orleans, fighting yellow fever or the bu- 
bonic plague, the same fact was faced. What 
was the result? They went after the germ 
wherever it existed, in white or negro, or 
‘“mestizo” quarters, and now these places 
are far' more healthy than the average 
American municipality. 

American citizens pay taxes to fight the 
germ without flag or race in these latitudes 
and points to the result with pride. Right 
under their noses are incubators of disease 
run in defiance of the laws we elsewhere 
recognize and for the enforcement of which 
we pay, and why? For one of two reasons: 
Pluperfect apathy or pluperfect parsimony. 
In the hygienic sense, if no other, we are, 
indeed, “our brother’s keeper.” We concede 
that principle or suffer. Until Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah and every other American city and 
state recognizes and enforces this formula, 
the destroyer without race or flag will con- 
tinue its march unabated. 
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Doubtless Servia would gladly award a 
golden cross to the war correspondent who 
puts her on the map.

Competition, free, fair and energetic, is 
certainly now characterizing some depart- 
ments of American industry, if the daily evi- 
cences of it that may be observed in this 
city are of any account. In some way in- 
formation has spread throughout the coun- 
try, at least those parts of the country 
which are occupied with manufacturing, 
that there are congregated in New Yor« and 
to scme extent in other large financial cir- 
cles representatives of the nations which 
are at war in Europe and the nations which 
are atriving hard to maintain neutrality 
there who"’are commissioned to pu-chase 
American commodities. Representatives of 
American manufacturing industries have dis- 
covered where many of the foreign buycrs 
sojourn while in New York and they have 
approached them, not intermittently, but 
steadily, during the bueiness hours of the 
day and in the evening. They are of 
course, all seeking some share in these pur- 
chases. Yet it is known that the heavy 
orders are given directly to the managers 
of the larger industries, no intermediaries 
being employed. The foreign representatives 
put before these managers their proposi- 
tions. They are made the subjects of nego- 
tiations for some days and are frequently 
brought in a little while to a successful 
termination. In these cases there is no com- 
petition. Whatever arrangements Charles 
M. Schwab may have made were in all prob- 
ability not based upon any competition, but 
solely upon the certainty that Mr. Schwab 
would name fair prices and would keep 
strictly to the letter and the spirit of the 
contract. 

Apparently, however, there is to be busi- 
ness enough for all. The smaller manufac- 
turers will, sooner or later, get their shave. 
Some of the large contracts, notably several 
that have recently been placed in New Eng- 
land, have made it necessary to offer busi- 
ness to some of the smaller manufacturers. 
For instance, some commodities which are 
chiefly manufactured in the mid-west are 
of a kind which are needed in order to fulfill 
the heavy European contracts which two of 
the belligerent nations have placed in one 
great manufacturing towns in New 
England. For that reason the smaller man- 
ufactory of the mid-west is now occupied 
full time in making the apparatus which is 
needed for the work now being done in New 
England. This example illustrates the man- 
ner in which the great contracts, reaching 
far up into the millions—and there have 
been many of those—gradually, but surely, 
react beneficially upon the smaller indus- 
tries. This explains, too, why so many re- 
ports are reaching New York from various 
manufacturing sections of the country tell- 
ing of the beginning of something like in- 
dustrial and, therefore, general business 
activity. 


Opening the Exchange. 

The opening of the New York stock ex- 
change to transactions in bonds Subject to 
certain restrictive regulations deemed neces- 
sary emphasizes from one point of view the 
fact that for some weeks now there have 
been heavy dealings, in private, of course, 
In securities of this character. Brokers 
whose reputations are good have been say- 
ing for a week or two that they have been 
doing excellent business. Some of them 
qualify this, saying “We can't complain.” 
There is no voluntary or legal impediment 
to private transaction. If anyone possesses, 
say, good bonds of the value of $10,000 and 
is willing to part with them, and if anyone 
is ready to buy a block of bonds of ‘that 
kind it simply remains for a broker to 
bring the two together and have their minds 
meet respecting the price. The aggregate 
transactions of this kind have been large 
since about the first of October. Probably 
almost all of the transactions have been on 
although in private negotia- 
tions of that kind it is nobody’s business 
but that of the buyer and seller what the 
terms of sale may be. 

The opening of the stock exchahge to 
bond transactions undoubtedly reflects the 
disposition to buy bonds, a disposition which 
is perhaps greater than the desire to sell. 

There remains great diversity of opinion 
respecting the date of throwing wide open 
the doors of the stock exchange so that 
there may be transactions in stocks as well 
as in bonds. Sir George’ Paish was quoted 
as having said, just before he sailed to 
Europe last week, that stock transactions 
would be permitted upon the floor of the 
exchange whenever in the opinion of the 
governors the time has come for doing that. 
It will not come until after the first of the 
year. This is spoken of as a safe predic- 
tion, since the new year is only four weeks 
away. Certainly the New York stock ex- 
change will not open until the similar in- 
stitution in London is open for business. 

Feeling the Way. 

Stock exchanges in other cities 
open for business before New 
This is regarded in the financial 
expedient. It is in line with the careful 
steps which have been taken which are 
sometimes spoken of as “feeling the way.” 

The New York stock exchange when it 
half opened its door so that there could be 
limited dealings in bonds illustrated what 
is called “feeling the way.” Sir George Paish 
describes the method, which he regards as 
wise, as opening the door “little bit by little 
bit.” 

One of the features 
gradual surmounting of the dangers and 
difficulties which came upon us in the first 
week of August, a feature which is sure to 
become historic, was the steady and sure 
manner. in which our leaders perfected vari- 
ous arfangements which made any interna- 
tional agreement with London unnecessary. 
This is a feature of which Sir George Paish 
spoke with admiration when he was in New 
York. In August, we owed on current ac- 
count probably as much as $300,000,000, and 
it seemed inevitable that we would be com- 
pelled to come to an emergency agreement 
with London. While various plans were un- 
der consideration we adopted methods which 
made an agreement of that kind unneces- 
sary. We raised $200,000,000 in gold on two 
separate accounts. A considerable part of 
this gold was shipped to Ottawa, and it 
served greatly to relieve the situation. 

The cotton situation offered difficulties 
which at one time seemed even insurmount 
able, but American leadership seems at 
last to be furnishing the means by which 
these difficulties may be overcome. When 
we were doubting whether we were to have 
the facilities by which our forign trade 
could be maintained and increased so that 
a favorable trade balance could be created, 
there began of a sudden and extraordinary 
movement of American commodities to the 
foreign markets. 

Now there remains only one proposition 
to be considered, and that is the expediency 
of establishing an international credit in 
London of $100,000,000 in favor of the United 
States sponsored by the British treasury. So 
rapidly have we progressed in the direction 
of normal conditions that it is now admitted 
that a credit of that kind if it should be 
agreed to would probably remain inert, the 
occasion for its use having passe.l away

BUSINESS ADJUSTED 10 
MANY TRADE GHANGES 


Some Imagined Difficulties 
Are Now Being Easily 
Overcome. 


It is rémarkable how easily busi- 
ness is adjusting itself to changed 
conditions produced by the war, says 
The New York Commercial. Manufac- 
turers at first feared that they would 
not get raw materials and some of 
them seemed quite panic-stricken for 
a time, but most of the needed sunplies 
have ‘been forthcoming or others can 
be substituted for them. 

Textile mills were to close because 
dyestuffs could not be brought from 
Germany, yet the supply is now ade- 
quate and we have littl trouble in 
getting what we want by way of Rot- 
terdam, which always was the chief 
port through which we received them. 
Drugs and chemicals are in a similar 
position. Our imports of general mer- 
chandise have recovered so _ greatly 
that the treasury department is in- 
clined to believe that the war taxes 
will add more to the federal revenues 
than will be necessary, the falling off 
in customs receipts being less than ex- 
pected at present. Were it not for 
the decrease in our exports of cotton 
our foreign trade would be making 
new thigh records. 

Manufacturing in 
greatly curtailed by the war and this 
will be the case in Great Britain as 
well if parliament decides to pass an 
army conscription measure. The home 
demand in these countries for fine 
goods has fallen off tremendously and 
we are probably tmporting their sur. 
plus stocks. Where , these are ex- 
hausted another turn will be given to 
the trade situation, and we should see 
a steady increase in the output of our 
domestic mills. Larger supplies of new 
clip wool will soon be available in 
South America and Australia and we 
can have all we want of it if we go 
after it. In such times as these alert 
merchants can make large profits in 
foreign = trade. Somethin happens 
every week. The entry of Turkey into 
the war is a factor of great impor- 
tance, for it will affect opium, to- 
bacco, dried fruits and other impor- 
tant articles of commerce in which we 
are .interested.

Both the lace and embroidery trades 
aré at a standstill at the present time, 
says The New York Commercial. Sales- 
men for embroidery lines have _ re- 
turned from their first trips, and, while 
fair sized orders were secured in some 
foods, the volume was not important 
from retallers. Notwithstanding this 
there is a feeling that after Janaury 1 
business will improve materially. 

Large buyers in the retail trade have 
told salesmen that they expect a better 
trade in embroideries another seasoa 
and that they expect to operate in a 
larger way after the first of the year. 
The impression is general among em- 
broidery houses that fashion next sea- 
son, with the return of wider skirts 
forecast, will favor a much larger use 
of embroideries. In the manufacturing 
trade likewise, such as the larg mak- 
ers of underwear, the sentiment is that 
embroideries for trimmings will Se 
wanted in considerable quantities an- 
other season. 

The spring lace season is indefinite 
so far as the class of goods that will 
be wanted is concerned. The foreign 
centers that originate the new effects 
are necessarily disorganized, and noth- 
ing new, it is said, is coming forward. 

Like the embroidery trade, the lace 
importers and manufacturers are de- 
pending on a larger use of laces in 
lingerie, and for this reason some 
prominent members of the trade figure 
that white wash laces will be promi- 
nent another season. 


“Absolutely this is the most remark- 
able collection of shoes ever seen in 
North America. _I speak as one having 
authority in this matter, for I buy 
large shoe stocks, myself, and_ sell 
them to colored customers down in the 
canebrake country.

The sorrows of the kingdom of Prus- 
sia in the humiliating years that fol- 
lowed its sudden collapse under the 
blows of Napoleon on the fleld of Jena 
in the autumn of 18906 are personified to 
the sympathies of posterity in the Deau- 
tiful person of Queen Louise 

The amazing wreck of the present 
kingdom of Frederick the Great, and 
the distressing plight of the royal 
house of Hohenzollern are not easy to 
imagine. That awful disaster, the swift- 
est and most complete that ever befell 
a great monarchy, is best measured by 
taking a journey of 700 miles along the 
path of Queen Louise's flight from the 
field of the calamitous battle to the 
little stretch of sand by the’ Baltic 
which at last was the only refuge left 
her beneath the Prussian flag. 

First going to Berlin, whither she 
drove in an open cart, Louise was 
warned by the commandant of her cap- 
ital that to escape capture she must 
leave the next morning. While hur- 
riedly packing -her special treasures, 
her hair fallen over her shoulders and 
her eves red with weeping, she could 
hear the sullen rumbling of a discon- 
tented populace gathered beneath the 
windows of her palace and hoarse 
cries of indignant protest against a war 
precipitated by a court which had 
shown itself incompetent to defend the 
country 


THE FLIGHT OF LOUISE. 

Leaving the palace, where in a few 
days Napoleon would take up his resi- 
dence, she sped in her carriage along 
the Unter den Linden, without a cheer- 
ing godspeed from the throngs, and 
out of the Brandenburg Gate, which a 
dozen vears before she had entered in 
triumph as a bride. Crossing the Oder 
and seeking safety in the fortress city 
of Stettin,. she was to find no security 
even behind its walls. She found its 
81-year-old commandant quaking with 
alarm, and there she heard that even 
the king. whom she had not seen since 
they parted on the eve of the over- 
whelming defeat at Jena, was ready to 
give up.

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UNTIL GERMANS RETREAT 


Police Prefect Says Mirth Is 
Not Seemly With Invaders 
on French Soil. 


Paris, November 26.-——(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—-“As 
lone as the enemy treads French soil, 
it is not seemly for Paris to laugh,” 
says Prefect of Police Laurent in re- 
ply to the renewed appeals of dramatic 
artists for the reopening of theaters 
and music halls. 

“No new permits shall be issued and 
no permits previously accorded shall 
be renewed so long as the Germans oc- 
cupy any part of France,” he declares; 
consequently a few moving picture 
shows, one solitary music hall and one 
orchestral concert constitute the 
amusements of Paris.

the difficulties 
by the Germans in the hilly, wooded 
country of the Argonne, a soldier of 
a German detachment detailed to rid 
the forest of French troops that were 
menacing the left flank of the Ger- 
man army operating in that region 
writes: 

“At the entrance to the Argonne we 
met a company of light cavalry that 
had received the same order as we. 
‘You may search,’ they said, ‘as much 
as you like. Yesterday, without hav- 
ing seen a single man, we lost 60 in 
dead and wounded.’ There are hardly 
any roads in the forest. It is a near- 
ly impenetrable thicket. From every 
side we were fired on and nowhere 
could we see even the evidences of 
a soldier, they were so well hidden 
in the branches of trees, in the thick- 
ets and trenches. An advance was 
impossible. But we tried it again 
after a night's repose, and without 
being able to reach a single enemy 
we lost 200 men in two days. 

“The men posted in those trees are 
excellent marksmen, as well as won- 
derfully agile and clever in concealing 
themselves.

Swedish Financial Expert Ex« 
plains Strength of the 
British Position. 


Stockholm, November 26.—(Corre 
spondence of the Associated Press.)— 
The Svenska Dagbladet publishes a re- 
port by Professor Gustav Cassel, a na- 
tional authority, on “Financing the 
War. He says in part: 

“Those countries which are big cred- 
itors of the neutrals have naturallv a 
special strength in war time, in that 
maturing liabilities are readily taken 
up. This is most distinctly seen in the 
case of England, which under norma! 
circumstances invests between $50,- 
000,000 and $75,000,000 per month 
abroad, this being the normal form for 
the application of the surplus of Eng- 
land's balance against foreign coun- 
tries. Should England now, as might 
be the case, cease to make these in- 
vestments the corresponding amount 
would stand at her monthly ‘disposal. 

“This explains the excellent finan- 
cial strength of England just now. 
England is the capitalist par excellence 
who can live on the returns of her 
capital, and who, thanks to her re- 
sources, can force the whole world to 
contribute towards her war expendi- 
tures.”

In mid-aftereoon we came to the 
mouth of a big and swift affluent enter- 
ing from the right.

After its junction, with the added vol- 
ume of water, the river widened with- 
out losing its depth. It was so high 
that it had overflowed and stood among 
the trees on the lower levels.

On the sheer banks where we landed 
we had to push the canoes for yards 
or rods through the branches of the 
submerged trees, hacking and hewing. 
There were occasional bays and oxbows 
from which the current had shifted. In 
these the coarse marsh grass grew tall. 

This evening we made camp on a 
flat of dry ground, densely wooded, of 
course, directly on the edge of the river 
and five feet above it. It was fine to 
see the speed and sinewy ease with 
which the choppers cleared an open 
space for the tents. 


A Bath in the Duvida. 

Next morning, when we bathed be- 
fore sunrise, we dived into deep water 
right from the shore, and from the 
moored canoes. This second day we 
made sixteen and a half kilometers 
along the course of the river, and nine 
kilometers in a straight line almost due 
north. : 
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The following: day, March 1, there 
was much rain—sometimes showers, 
sometimes vertical sheets of water. 
Our course was somewhat west of north 
and we made twenty and a half kilo- 
meters. We passed signs of Indian hab- 
itation. There were abandoned palm- 
leaf shelters on both banks. On the 
left bank we came to two or three 
old Indian fields, grown up with coarse 
fern and trees. At the mouth of a 
brook which entered from the right 
sticks stood in the water, mark- 
ing the site of an old fishtrap. 

At one point we found the tough 
vine handrail of an Indian bridge run- 
right across the river, a couple of 
above it. Evidently the bridge 
been built at low water. Three 
stout poles had been driven into the 
stream-bed in a line at right angels 
to the current. The bridge had con- 
sisted of poles fastened to these sup- 
ports, leading between them and from 
the support at each end to the banks. 
The rope of tough wines had been 
stretched as a hand rail, necessary with 
precarious footing. The rise of 
the river had swept away the bridge, 
but the props and the rope hand rail 
remained. 

In the afternoon, from the boat, 
Cherrie shot a large dark-gray monkey 
with a prehensile tail. It was very 
good eating. 

A Narrow Escape. 
We camped on a dry level space, but

fa few feet above, and close beside, the 


river—so that our swimming bath was 
handy. Thetrees were cleared and camp 
was made with orderly hurry. One of 
the men almost stepped on a poisonous 
coral snake, which would have been a 
serious thing, as his feet were bare. 
But I had on stout shoes, and. the 
fangs of these serpents—unlike those 
of the pit vipers—are too short to 
penetrate good leather. I promptly put 
my foot on him, and he bit my shoe 
with harmless venom. 

It has been said that the brilliant 
hues of the coral snake when in its 
native haunts really confer on it a 
concealing coloration. In the dark and 
tangled woods and to an only less ex- 
tent in the ordinary varied landscape, 
anything motionless, empecially if 
partially hidden, easily eludes the eye 
But against the dark-brown mould of 
the forest floor on which we found 
this coral snake its bright and varied 
coloration was distinctly revealing; 
infinitely more so than the duller mot- 
tling of the jararaca and other dan- 
gerous snakes of the genus lachesis. 

In the same place, however, we 
found a striking example of genuine 
protective or mimetic coloration and 
shape. A rather large insect larva—at 
least we judged it to be a larval form, 
but we were none of us entomologists 
—-bore a resemblance to a partially

curled dry leaf which was fairlv star- 
tling. ‘The tail exactly resembled the 
stem or continuation of the midrib of 
the dead leaf. The flattened body was 
curled up at the sides, and veined and 
colored precisely like the leaf. The 
head, colored like the leaf, projected 
in front. 


In a Silent Forest, 


We were still in the Brazilian high- 
lands. The forest did not teem with 
life. It was generally rather silent; 
we did not hear such a chorus of birds 
and mammals as we had occasionally 
heard even on our overland journey, 
when more than once we had been 
awakened at dawn by the howling, 
screaming, yelping and chattering of 
monkeys, toucans, macaws, parrots 
and parakeets. 

There were, however, from time to 
time, queer sounds from the forest, 
and after nightfall different kinds of 
frogs and ingeects uttered strange cries 
and calls. In volume and frequency 
these seemed to increase until mid- 
night. Then they died away and be- 
fore dawn everything was silent. 

At this camp the carregadores ants 
completely devoured the doctor’s un- 
dershirt and ate holes in his mosquito 
net; and they also ate the strap of 
Lyra’s gunecase. The little stingless 
bees, of many kinds, swarmed in such 
multitudes and were so persevering 
that we had to wear our headnets 
when we wrote or skinned specimens. 


Drifting Down the River. 


The following day was almost with- 
out rain. It was delightful to drift 
and paddle slowly down the beautiful 
tropical river. Until mid-afternoon 
the current was not very fast, and the 
broad, deep, placid stream bent and 
curved in every direction, although 
the general course was northwest. 

The country was flat, and more of 
the land was under than above water. 
Continually we found ourselves travel- 
ing between stretches of marshy for- 
est where for miles the water stood or 
ran among thetrees. Once we passed 
a hillock. We saw brilliantly colored 
parakeets and trogons. 

At last the slow current. quickened. 
Faster it went, and faster, until it be- 
gan to run like a millrace, and we 
heard the roar of rapids ahead. We 
pulled to the right bank, moored the! 
canoes, and while most of the men 
pitched camp two or three of them ac- 
companied us to examine .the rapids. 
We had made 20 kilometers. 


A Difficult Portage. 


We soon found that the rapids were 
a serious obstacle. There were many 
curls, and one or two regular falls, 
perhaps 6 feet high. It would have 
been impossible to run them, and they 
stretched for nearly a mile. The car- 


ry, however, which led through woods 
and over rocks in a nearly straight

line, was somewhat shorter. It was not 
an easy portage over which to carry 
heavy loads and drag heavy dugout 
canoes. 

At the point where the descent was 
steepest there were great naked flats 
of friable sandstone and conglomerate. 
Over parts of these, where there was a 
surface of fine sand, there was a 
growth of coarse grass. Other parts 
were bare, and had been worn by, the 
weather into fantastic shapes—one 
projection looked like an old-fashion- 
ed beaver hat, upside down. 

In this place, where the naked flats 
of rock showed the projection of the 
ledge through which the river had cut 
its course, the channel through which 
the torrent rushed was deep, sheer- 
sided, and extremely narrow. At one 
point it was less than two yards 
across, and for quite a distance not 
more than five or six yards. Yet only 
a mile or two above the rapids the 
deep, placit® river was at least a hun- 
dred yards wide. 

It seemed extraordinary, almost im- 
possible, that so broad a river could 
in so short a space of time contract 
its dimensions to the width of the 
strangled channel through which it 
now poured its entire volume. 

Christening the Rapids. 

This had for long been a station 
where the Nhambiquaras at intervals 
built their ephemeral villages and till- 
ed the soil with the rude and destruc- 
tive cultivation of savages. There 
were several abandoned old fields, 
where the dense growth of rank fern 
hid the tangle of brunt and fallen 
logs. 

Nor had the Nhambiquaras' been 
long absent. In one trail we found 
what gypsies would have called a 
‘“nateran,” a couple of branches ar- 
ranged crosswise, eight leaves to a 
branch; it had some special signifi- 
cance, belonging to that class of sig- 
nals, each with some peculiar and 
often complicated meaning, which are 
commonly used by many wild peoples. 
The Indians had thrown a simple 
bridge, consisting of four long poles, 
without a handrail, across one of the 
narrowest parts of the rock gorge 
through which the river foamed in its 
rapid descent: 

This subtribe of Indians was called 
the Navaite; we named the rapids 
after them, Navaite rapids. By obser- 
vation Lyra found them to be (in close 
approximation to) latitude 11 degrees 
44 minutes south and longitude 60 de- 
grees 18 minutes west from Green- 
wich.
